In the wake of Coffee County 
Circuit Clerk Jim Ellis’ retirement, 
the three sitting Circuit Judges of 
the 12th Judiciel Circuit officially 
announced Tuesday that longtime 
Circuit Clerk's office employee Jan 
ice McCall will step in and fill 
Ellis’ position for the remainder of 
his term. One of the judges said 
after the decision was made that the 
three of them were unanimous in 
selecting McCall, with her vast 
experience and knowledge of the 
judicial system, to fill the interim 
term 

McCall has been named Acting 
Circuit Clerk until Ellis’ term 
expires in January 2001 or until 
after the election and a new Circuit 
Clerk has been named. If the newly 
elected circuit clerk chooses to get a 
jump start on his or her term, he or

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Elba School System facing financial deficit

The Elba City School Board last 
Thursday evening ( January 13) had 
board members hearing projections 
of dire needs for additional funding 
if the system is to complete the year 
without a financial deficit. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
reminded the board that the system 
had borrowed $50,000 at the begin- 
ning of the school year and was 
probably going to need more before 
the year is over. He pointed out 
state mandates for pay raises, with- 
out the funding to pay the bill and 
local sales tax revenues not coming 
up to projected amounts, even 
though they are above revenues for 
the past year. 

Last year the school borrowed 
funds to begin the year, but repaid 
the bank as state education funds 
arrived during the school year. 

While the most recent check 


from county ad valorm taxes 
($154,000) was the largest ever one 
lime payment, the annual total is 
not guaranteed to be over projec- 
tions. 

The Child Nutrition Program 
(lunchrooms) showed a steady 
financial balance, varying only a 
few dollars from the previous 
month. 

The board formally accepted the 
resignation of Basketball Coach 
Marlon Johnston. They named 
Johnny Dunn to handle the basket- 
ball coaching duties for the 
reminder of the season and Princi- 
pal Danny Weeks will teach the 
Driver Education classes for the 
second semester. The filling of the 
jobs internally was done after offi- 
cially declaring an emergency to 
comply with a recent federal court 
consent order. Under the consent 
decree, it would be illegal to hire 
either of the two for the positions 


Selection of Elba Post Office 
location back to square one

Mayor James Grimes said Tues- 
day that Kerry Pfrimmer of the US 
Post Office Department Atlanta 
office told him by telephone on Fri- 
day, January 14th, that they were 
going to revisit the decision on the 
location of the new Elba post office 
with the intent of finding alternate 
site, Postal officials also indicated 
they were mailing response letters 
that day to Elba citizens who had 
sent written comments on the deci- 
sion, 

Grimes said that at this point he 
told Mr. Pfrimmer that it would be 
in the best interest of all concerned 
if the City of Elba was not closely 


involved with the site selection, and 
was not the owner of the facility. 
Phrimmer agreed that the post 
office will do the site selection and 
pursue the building construction 
and lease through private enter- 
prise. 

The mayor said that Mr. Pfrim- 
mer indicated the post office will 
advertise in the local newspaper 
within the next few weeks for any- 
one interested in building the post 
office within the City of Elba. 

The post office will consider all 
sites submitted and consider pro- 
posals to construct a building of 
their design and lease to the the 
post office department at an agreed 
upon rate.

The first meeting of the Coffee 
County Board of Education in the 
new year looked like it might be 
“quick and easy,” however that was 
not to be the case last Thursday 
evening. 

Board members moved. through 
the first 10 items of a fourteen-item 
agenda rather quickly - less than 
thirty minutes - but then they went 
into an executive session mode, and 
that is when things slowed down. 
They met behind closed doors for 
just over an hour and a half before 
reopening the meeting to members 
of the media and other attendees. 

No official action was taken after 
the board came out of executive ses- 
sion, and no reason was given for 
the closed-door session. According 
to the state’s open meeting law, 
executive sessions can only be held 


when the character or good name of 


a woman or man is involved or to 
allow discussions between a public 
body (board) and its attorney con- 
cerning pending litigation, 

After reconvening the meeting, 
the board chairman, Charles Walker, 
immediately recognized Glen Reed-

The stores will be closed for 
business Monday, January 17th 
through Thursday, January 20th to 
prepare for the sales and to take 
additional markdowns, The stores 
will be open during this period for 


accepting payments on accounts, 
only, 

Skinner's was founded by O. G. 
Skinner in Selma Alabama and has 
been in operation since 1932, The 
stores have been successful in the 
past selling merchandise and col- 
lecting payments door to door from 
route trucks, primarily in rural 
areas, This practice has become less 
profitable through the years, and 
the Company has decided to change 
with the times. 

In the last five years, the Compa- 
ny has had several extraordinary 
challenges to deal with, beginning 
with the death of O, G. Skinner in 
1994, followed by the splitting up 
of the company, defending litiga- 
tion over the sale of credit insur- 
ance in Alabama (which precipitat- 
ed the filing of bankruptey), and 
then a reorganization of the stores 


operations, 

There are no plans of another 
bankruptcy filing, and all creditors 
and vendors will be paid timely and 
in full, 

In closing of the stores, Skinneys 
will substantially reduce their out- 
standing indebtedness, and reinvest 
proceeds from the sale of assets 
into the remodeling of the new 
stores and an upgrade of the quality 
of merchandise, which will be sold 
al competitive prices.

The flu bug has not yet gotten its 
grip on our immediate area; howey- 
er, the few who have had their bout 
with this “bad boy” may not agree 
with that assessment, 

In checking with the local hospi- 
tal, Mrs. Ellen Briley, administrator 
of Elba General Hospital and Nurs- 
ing Home, said although the hospi- 
tal has been relatively full during 
the last few days it has not all been 
flu related. 

“Most of the individuals who 
have been in the hospital were suf- 
fering from upper respiratory infec- 
tion, flu-like symptoms, pneumo- 
nia, or sinusitis,” Briley said, “We 
have had very few if any patients 
with the flu or influenza. 

“We have had three weeks of 
high census in the hospital with 
these admissions but it seems there 
is, at least for the present time, a 
decrease in some admissions of 
upper respiratory illness.” 

Influenza (flu) is an airborne, res- 
piratory virus spread through

coughing or sneezing. It starts sud- 
denly with an individual having 
chills, fever, malaise, joint and 
muscle aches, high fever of about 
102 to 103 degrees for adults. 
There is usually chest pain or a 
burning sensation and a non-pro- 
ductive cough, There is not much 
vomiting associated with the flu. 

The “bug” as it is called, usually 
appears each year during Christmas 
time and stays around until early 
March, 

“A good indicator for when the 
flu has really hit is absenteeism in 
the local schools,” said Mrs. Briley. 
“When you begin seeing high num- 
bers on the absentee list, the flu has 
arrived,” 

In checking with the local 
schools, officials have indicated 
that so far the absenteeism has only 
been slightly higher than usual, 

Precautions are being taken at the 
Elba Nursing Home to protect the 
residents against this dreaded virus. 
Relatives and friends of residents 
are being asked to keep their visits 
to a minimum and to report to the 
nurse’s stations for any special 
instructions before visiting that love 
one or friend, This is being done to 
protect the elderly since they seem 
to fare far worse than others from 
this dreaded virus. In some 
instances it can even cause death, 

“Our nursing home has had no 
reports of influenza and we contin- 
ue with the restrictive visitor policy 


except for immediate family,” said 
the administrator. “And, at NO 
TIME has the nursing home been 
under quarantine as has been 
reported by some area media.” 

The influenza viruses are usually 
spread by infected persons sneezing 
and coughing, spraying droplets 
into the air. Anyone who is sneez- 
ing or coughing should cover their 
nose and mouth with a handker- 
chief. Medical experts say that the 
frequent washing of one’s hands 
will reduce the spread of the virus 
but it does not eliminate the risk. 

Based on information from the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, persons over the age of 55, 
residents of nursing homes, adults 
and children who have constant dis- 
orders including asthma, diabetes, 
or suffer from heart and lung dis- 
ease are in the high risk category 
for contracting influenza, 

The Coffee County Health 
Department has administered move 
than 1,700 flu vaccine shots and’ 
have almost depleted their supply. 
There was a $5 fee for those per- 
sons not on Medicare. Persons who 
have not gotten a flu shot and have 
not gotten the flu can still take the 
shot if the vaccine is available to 
them, It takes approximately two 
weeks for the vaccine to be effec- 
tive, and it will not give you the flu 
as some persons have been led to 
believe.

The U.S, Department of Agricul 
ture recently announced a national 
poundage quota for peanuts for the 
2000 marketing year of 1,180,000 
short tons, 2.360 billion pounds 
(the same as the 1999 level)

this level has been determined to be 
the quota level which will provide 
peanuts for domestic use in accor 
dance with the statutory formula 
for establishing the quota. 

The 2000-crop national 
poundage quota will be allocated to 
each State based on the State's 
Share of the 1999-crop national 
poundage quota. 

The national average 2000 quota 
price support level is set by statue 
at $610 per short ton. The price 
support level for additional peanuts 
must be set by Feb. 15, 2000.

Dr. Thompson told commission 
ers that plans call for the construc 
tion of a softball field on campus at 
an estimated cost of $160,000 

“Basically, this morning, we're 
asking for your support in an exca 
vauion project,” said Dr. Thompson 
“We would like for you to assist us 
with heavy equipment in moving 
the dirt around to aid in the con 
struction of an infield and outfield 
for the field.” 

After discussion of Dr. Stafford’s 
request, Commissioner Doug Dal 
rymple made a motion that the 
commission approve the request 
with a cost cap of $7,500 on the 
project, but he wanted this maxi- 
mum amount to apply to all outside 
project requests by schools , etc 
The motion was seconded by Com 
missioner Bernest Brooks 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented that he has “two county 
schools, one city school, one voting 
house, and parts of three cities in 
my district and all of them are 
probably going to ask for equal 
treatment and | think this $7,500 is 
going to tie up a Jot of capital 
money...] think this is too much,” 

Stephens offered an amendment 
to Dalrymple’s motion that the limit 
be lowered to $3,000. The county

1920 Red Hawk Drive, Enterprise, 
and charged him with DUI (driving 
under the influence).

U. S. Postal Service to advertise for 
site and builder for new Elba facility

A spokesman for the U, S, Post 
Office, calling from the Birming 
ham office, confirmed to The Elba 
Clipper earlier this week that the 
postal service will begin advertis 
ing for a site and builder for the 
proposed new Elba post office 
building in early February. The pre 
viously announced site on Claxton 
Avenue has been ruled out due to 
adverse reaction from local citi 
zens, according to the spokesman 

As was reported last week, Elba 
Mayor Grimes has 
announced that the City of Elba has 
opted out of building the facility 
and leasing it to the post office. The 
postal service will now negotiate 
with private parties for the facility

Once the postal service has selected 
a site and negotiated a lease with a 
private builder, work can begin on 
construction of the building 

The new site must be one meet 
ing the guidelines set by the postal 
service, and the building must be 
constructed according to the unique 
needs of the post office. Construc 
tion drawings have already been 
dratted by the post office depart 
ment and will be made available | 
interested parties 

After the allotted time for citi 
zens to submit sites and/or lease 
bids, it was explained that the US 
Post Office will select one or more 
qualified projects and the public 
will have a 30 day period to com 
ment on this decision before any 
final decision is made 
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When asked by Commissioner 
Dalrymple if he had been instructed 
to place permanent decals on the 
vehicle, he replied, “Yes.” 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley pointed out that this was 
the second set of magnetic decals 
that had been purchased by Burns 
He concurred 

Burns repeatedly said that he had 
no problem with placing permanent 
decals on the vehicle as long as 
they read correctly; however, 
according to his own statements, he 
twice purchased magnetic type 
decals instead of permanent type 
His excuse was that they were 
delivered that way.

Disaster Task Force hears encouraging reports

During the quarterly meeting last 
Phursday of the Governor’s Long 
Range Disaster Recovery and 
Avoidance Task Force, board mem 
bers received encouraging reports 
from several local and state officials 
in regards to the work being done to 
prepare the area against the possi 
bility of future disasters. Approxi 
mately 35 local citizens and state 
officials attended the meeting 

In his report to the board mem- 
bers, Frederick Hamilton, director 
of community development for the 
Southeast Alabama Regional Plan- 
ning Commission, said that the Fed 
eral Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) buyout program 
for the city of Elba is in full stride. 
He said Phase I of the program 
should be closed out shortly follow 
ing the buyout of 10 homes. At that 
time, Phase IT will take affect, and 
there are already six homes waiting 


on March 16, 1998, under Paige’s 
Creek Bridge on AL Hwy. 189 
about 10 miles south of Elba and 
approximately 27.2 miles from 
their home. 

Guthrie and Russell Cutts Jr, 
were arrested on March 15, 1998 in 
Sugar Land, Texas and charged 
with possession of a stolen vehicle 
a red Dodge pick-up truck belong 
ing to Russell Cutts Sr. They were 
later returned to Enterprise and 
charged with capital murder.

Family members of Russell and 
Leighanne Cutts Sr, were visibly 
upset that the jury had found 
Guthrie guilly only of attempted 
murder, 

No trial date has been set for 
Russell Cutts Jr, but it is expected 
lo take place some time later this 
year

“The Choc.-Pea 
Watershed was gracious enough to 
fund one-half of the cost of one of 
the sirens still needed in Elba.” 

In total, he said there is still a 
need for one and a half sirens in 
Elba and six more sirens for the 
county so this system will be fully 
effective 

Tallas said the objective of this 
project now shifts to obtaining the 
funding for these sirens. 

Tallas also announced a weather 
service class that the Coffee County 
EMA will sponsor on Feb. 9 in two
